C atholic cardinals conferred in 
secret w ith Pope Piu s a t the V ati­ 
can today while Prem ier M u sso­ 
lini was consu lting his adv isors 
a t the C higa Palace, as the w id­ 
ening breach betw een the V ati­ 
can and the Italian gov ernm ent 
assu m ed m ore seriou s propor­ 
tions. 
No statem ent cam e from either 
conference bu t it w as ex pected 
some word wou ld come from the 
V atican this ev ening either by a 
form al annou ncem ent or by pu b­ 
lication in the A sserv atore Ro­ 
m ano, the new spaper w hich fre ­ 
qu ently is u sed for official pro­ 
nou ncem ents by the Pontiff. 
The session a t the V atican la st­ 
ed nearly tw o hou rs. W hile it was 
still going on it. was learned the 
prem ier ha d passed the word to 
editors 
of 
Fascist 
new spapers 
th a t their cam paigns ag ainst the 
Catholic Action society shou ld 
cease, a t least for the tim e being, 
to giv e an opportu nity for peace­ 
fu l negotiations. 
T his action, it w as believ ed, 
was tak en becau se of fear tha t 
continu ed anti-C atholic attack s 
in the new spapers m ig ht ex cite 
F ascit stu dents to fu rthe r v io- 
ence.

A great deal of unnecessary furore seems to 


have been raised by the decision of Yale Uni- 
versity to drop Latin and Greek from the li^t 
of required 'subjects for undergraduates. The de- 
cision is not as revolutionary as it sounds; it 
merely recognizes a trend that has been appar- 
ent in American universities for a good many 
years. 


For a long time we have been demanding that 


education be "practical"; and Latin and Greek, 
undoubtedly, are not in that classification. No 
one will be a better bond salesman because of 
a familiarity with Virgil and Homer. They will 
not help a prospective attorney to master the in- 
tracacies of corporation law. In an age when a 
professor in a leading college can bluntly urge 
his young men to keep both eyes on the main 
chance and marry the boss's daughter, if possi- 
ble, the study of humane letters is something 
that can easily be dispensed with. 


Yet these sujbects will remain on the curric- 


ulum, and such students as attend college in the 
hope of getting some genuine culture can still 
take them. These students will be in the minor- 
ity, of course; in a country that rates its col- 
leges and universities by the prowess of the foot- 


ball teams and the wealth of their graduates., 
nothing else could be expected. Rut there will 
always be a few.''ot'them, ~ancl they will be'a 
wholesome leaven.

We captured several 
of these ana" got 2,000 rifles and 
some machine guns. We cap- 
tured 24 other machine guns 
from guards and marines and 
got several more from airplanes 
which our men shot down.
